Mars: let it be done in the morning, aſter the Sun · riſing, and 
whale the patient is faſting : If in the aſternoone, then after 
perfect digeftion, the ayre being temperate. 

In letting of Blood, che Phyſtian, or Chiruraion muſt bee 
carcfull of lus patient, tor many times the careleſſe and unlears 
n:d, by letꝛing of Blood, open a way to dangerous infirmities, & 
ſometimes to pi eſent death, It is not conuenient, that a leane or 
weake man, or woman, or one that is very fat or grolle, nor for 
2 Child to be let blood. It is to be conſidered, how it ſtandeth 
with the Paient inwardly for his Complexion, and Age, for the 
time of the ycate and the day. Thereſo e it is beſt to let blood 
in taire, temperate, and Sun- ſnine weather, not to ſleepe pre · 
lently after it, nor to ſtirre violently, 

The beſt times to let Blood be for the Sanguine, the Moon 
being in Cancer, or Piſces, For the Melancholicke, in Libra or 
Aquarins ; and for the Phlezmaricke, in Aries or Aquarius.
